to be turned into cash, kno w what it 
means when the hail begins to fall. 
Many who were injured in this co unty 
o n Mo nday had transfo rmed in their 
minds the beautiful cro p into the 
mo ney to pay o ff the mo rtgage, o r to 
buy the many things needed fo r the 
ho me which had been fo rego ne o n ac­ 
co unt o f hard times previo us years. 
In five 
minutes 
everything 
had 
vanished. 
The repo rt co mes in that 
men are go ing to wo rk at o nce plo w­ 
ing the cro p under. 
It must take 
pretty go o d co urage fo r a man to go 
to wo rk again after lo sing his cro p by 
hail. 
Every time he turns a furro w it 
is a co nstant reminder o f his lo ss and 
also that it may be repeated again 
next year. 
Tho se who have lo st their 
cro ps are deprived o f all inco me until 
next fall. 
A destructive hail sto rm is 
a terrible thing. 
The lo ss o n the east 
side o f the co untv was at least $100,- 
000.—Fergus Falls Jo urnal. 


Glazier’s Expeditio n. 


E dit o r s D is p at c h :— The attentio n 
o f a large po rtio n o f the peo ple o f this 
co untry is at present directed to a 
wild and unsettled po rtio n o f the 
great state o f Minneso ta. 
The particular lo cality referred to 
is that lying abo ut the so urce o f what 
is, m many resjiects, the greatest river 
in the wo rld. 
The co mplete histo ry 
o f this, the natio n’s great water-way, 
if written in detail, wo uld till vo lumes. 
The reaso n fo r the interest taken at 
present in the place abo ve mentio ned, 
arises fro m invest igatio ns there made 
in 1881, by a gentleman who se name 
is familiar fro m o ne end o f o ur co un­ 
try to the o ther. 
In July o f that year, 
by a new and untried ro ute, he made 
his way to what he claimed to be, the 
ultimate so urce o f the Father o f 
Waters. 
Fro m 1832. up to the time 
o f the visit o f the gentleman referred 
to , Capt. Willard Glazier, the geo ­ 
graphical wo rld had accepted as true 
the statement o f Scho o lcraft as to the 
fo untain head o f the greut stream. 
The statem ent made by Glazier was 
a surprise to the geo graphers o f o ur 
land. 
As o ne interested in the histo ry 
and geo graphy o f the co untry, I be­ 
came interested in the claim put fo rth 
by Captain Glazier. I had been an 
early 
pio neer 
in 
Minneso ta, had 
traveled fo r days and nights o n the 
pure waters o f the great Mississippi. 
As a hunter I had sailed its tributaries 
and camped alo ng their banks—what 
mo re natural than that I, tho ugh a 
resident no lo nger o f the land o f sky- 
tinted water, sho uld take an interest 
in the so -called new so urce. 
I began 
anew the study o f the river and its 
so urce. 
I investigated the claim o f 
Capt. Glazier, read the vast amo unt 
o f indo rsement« received by him 
Digested the pamphlet o f Gen. Baker, 
heard and read o f the pro gress o f Mr. 
Bro wer in that lo cality, and in fact 
beo ame quite familiar with all the re­ 
po rts o n the questio n o f the trne 
so urce since the claim o f Glazier made 
in 1881. 
One thing was evident to my mind 
and that was that the latter gentle­ 
man had never receded in any manner 
fro m the po sitio n first taken, which 
was that the “True So urce” was in 
the lake so uth o f Itasca, kno wn to the 
Indians as Po -keg-a-ma. 
After a lo ng 
and careful study o f the questio n, 
having all the pro ’s and co n’s, I co uld 
no t help being co nvinced that Glazier 
was right m his statement put fo rth 
to the geo graphical wo rld. 
I had never seen the Lakeo f Scho o l­ 
craft o r Lake Po kegama o f the Chip- 
pewas, but had seen their tribute as it 
fell in beauty o ver the Falls o f St. 
Antho ny, and had seen it sweep o n­ 
ward to the G ulf in days go ne by. 
I 
saw with what tenacity the explo rer 
o f 1881, clung to what he believed to 
be truth revealed. 
The tho ught came 
to my mind, “This man is ho nest in 
his co nvictio ns.” 
In vain wo uld be 
the assertio n that any lake was the 
so urce o f a river witho ut all the 
requisites to sustain such a statement. 
Tho se I have hereto fo re believed were 
to be fo und in what is no w kno wn as 
Lake Glazier. 
Upo n investigatio n I 
fo und I was no t alo ne in my belief. 
The written testimo ny o f eminent 
geo graphers, educato rs and co mpilers 
cyclo pedias, in favo r o f Lake Glazier 
as the so urce, I examined with care. 
Early in the present year rumo ra o f 
ano ther expeditio n to the headwaters 
o f the great river came to my ears. 
Later an o ppo rtunity was presented 
to me to beco me a member o f the party 
o f distinguished gentlemen who are 
to leave Minneapo lis o n the 17th inst, 
to ascertain fo r themselves and o thers 
the truth o r falsity o f the claim o f 
Willard Glazier to have lo cated in 
1881, the true so urce o f the Mississippi. 
So stro ng is theCaptam in his merits o f 
his claim that he has called abo ut him 
fo r the purpo se o f investigatio n the 
largest and mo st influential party o f 
gentlemen who have ever visited the 
headwaters. 
As a humble member o f 
the Dumber, I go with the ho nest pur­ 
po se o f seeing fo r myself the fo unda­ 
tio n upo n which I have built my be­ 
lief. 
As a lo cal histo rian o f so me 
reputatio n in my o wn “Bay State,” it 
wo uld ill beco me me to give my 
sanctio n to a claim which, upo n in­ 
vestigatio n, sho uld fail to upho ld 
o pinio ns befo re expressed.

Twenty-three 
thousand dollars are allowed for ex­ 
penses of the removal of the Indians, 
$‘20,000 for purchase of timber for 
bouses for the Indians when they 
reach White Earth, and $16,000 for 
the expenses of the commission.

Mr. Hall is in­ 
structed to pay cash to the Indians 
who will remove, and implements to 
those who will take allotments where 
they now are.

One who has never suffered from a 
hail storm cannot fully realize what it 
means to be struck by hail. The suf­ 
ferers. however, fully understand it. 
Those who have 
toiled the year 
through only to have their crops com­ 
pletely ruined, just as they are ready 
to be turned into cash, know what it 
means when the hail begins to fall. 
Many who were injured in this county 
on Monday had transformed in their 
minds the beautiful crop into the 
money to pay off the mortgage, or to 
buy the many things needed for the 
home which had been foregone on ac­ 
count of hard times previous years. 
In five 
minutes 
everything 
had 
vanished. 
The report comes in that 
men are going to work at once plow­ 
ing the crop under. 
It must take 
pretty good courage for a man to go 
to work again after losing his crop by 
hail. Every time he turns a furrow it 
is a constant reminder of his loss and 
also that it may be repeated again 
next year. 
Those who have lost their 
crops are deprived of all income until 
next fall. A destructive hail storm is 
a terrible thing. 
The loss on the east 
side of the countv was at least $100,- 
000.—Fergus Falls J ournal. 


Glazier's Expedition. 


E d it o r s D is p a t c h :— The attention 
of a large portion of the people of this 
country is at present directed to a 
wild and unsettled portion of the 
great state of Minnesota. 
The particular locality referred to 
is that lying about the source of what 
is, in many respects, the greatest river 
in the world. 
The complete history 
of this, the nation’s great water-way, 
if written in detail, would fill volumes. 
The reason for the interest taken at 
present in the place above mentioned, 
arises from investigations there made 
in 1881, by a gentleman whose name 
is familiar from one end of our coun­ 
try to the other. 
In J illy of that year, 
by a new and untried route, he made 
his way to what he claimed to be, the 
ultimate source of the Father of 
Waters. 
From 1832, up to the time 
of the visit of the gentleman referred 
to, Capt Willard Glazier, the geo­ 
graphical world had accepted as true 
the statement of Schoolcraft as to the 
fountain bead of the great stream. 
Tho statement made by Glazier was 
a surprise to the geographers of our 
land. 
As one interested in the history 
and geography of the country, I be­ 
came interested in the claim put forth 
by Captain Glazier. I had been an 
early pioneer in 
Minnesota, had 
traveled for days and nights on the 
pure waters of the great Mississippi. 
As a hunter I had sailed its tributanes 
and camped along their banks—what 
more natural than that I, though a 
resident no longer of the land of skv- 
tinted water, should take an interest 
in the so-called new source. 
I began 
anew the study of the river and its 
source. 
I investigated the claim of 
Capt. Glazier, read the vast amount 
of indorsements received by him. 
Digested the pamphlet of Gen. Baker, 
heard and read of the progress of Mr. 
Brower in that locality, and in fact 
beoame quite familiar with all the re­ 
ports on the question of the true 
source since the claim of Glazier made 
in 1881. 
One thing was evident to my mind 
and that was that the latter gentle­ 
man had never receded in any manner 
from the position first taken, which 
was that the “True Source” was in 
the lake south of Itasca, known to the 
Indians as Po-keg-a-ma. 
After a long 
and careful study of the question, 
having all the pro’s and con’s, I could 
not help being convinced that Glazier 
was right in his statement put forth 
to the geographical world. 
I had neverseentheLakeof School­ 
craft or Lake Pokegama of the Chip­ 
pewas. but had seen their tribute as it 
fell in beauty over the Falls of St. 
Anthony, and had seen it sweep on­ 
ward to the Gulf in days gone by. 
I 
saw with what tenacity the explorer 
of 1881, clung to what he believed to 
be truth revealed. 
The thought came 
to my mind. “This man is honest in 
his convictions.” 
In vain would be 
the assertion that any lake was the 
source of a river without all the 
requisites to sustain such a statement 
Those I have heretofore believed were 
to be found in what is now known as 
Lake Glazier. 
Upon investigation I 
found I was not alone in my belief. 
The written testimony of eminent 
geographers, educators and compliers 
cyclopedias, in favor of Lake Glazier 
as the source, I examined with care. 
Early in the present year rumor* of 
another expedition to the headwaters 
of the great river came to my ears. 
Later an opportunity was presented 
to me to become a member of the party 
of distinguished gentlemen who are 
to leave Minneapolis on the 17th inst.. 
to ascertain for themselves and others 
the truth or falsity of the claim of 
Willard Glazier to have located in 
1881, the true source of the Mississippi. 
So strong is theCaptain in his merits of 
his claim that he has called about him 
for the purpose of investigation the 
largest and most influential party of 
gentlemen who have ever visited the 
headwaters. 
As a humble member of 
the number, I go with the honest pur­ 
pose of seeing for myself the founda­ 
tion upon which I have built my be­ 
lief. 
As a local historian of some 
reputation in my own “Bay State,” it 
would ill become me to give my 
sanction to a claim which, upon in­ 
vestigation, should fail to uphold 
opinions before expressed.

w as q uite a ph ilosoph ical as well as 
a n extrem ely selfish view of th e sub ­ 
ject. No sort of argum ent will lit such 
a m a n’s case, b ut to th e oth t*r ninety- 
nine farm ers in 
a h undred, fertil­ 
izing is an im p orta nt consideration 
and it is a very exceptionally good 
farm th a t can sta nd m any yea rs of 
consecutive dra in upon its s tone d 
fertility—a nd isn’t it a foolish w aste 
of na ture ’s b ounty to- exh a ust h er 
strength before giving anyth ing back 
to susta in it? 
We all know th a t it 
ta k e s longer to build up, th a n to des 
troy. 
W orn-oat la nds require a great 
a m ount of expense to bring back a 
paying fertility. 
It would be well, for th ose wh o h ave 
not given m uch th ough t to fertilizing 
th eir lands, to study th is subject.

few sim p leexp erim entssh ould h e m ade 
to see w h eth er it would not even pay 
th em now, a good profit on th e in­ 
vestm ent, to a sce rta in in w h at p a r ti­ 
c ular th e ir soil is deficient, and th en 
sub s titute a fertilizer to tiil th e re­ 
quirem ents.

I t h a s not been consid­ 
ered im m ediately dangerous; alth ough 
if continued it induces dyspepsia and 
ob stina te constip a tion. 
B ut th e fact 
th a t m any cases of poisoning h ave 
occurred from th e use of alum , p uts 
th e question in a m ore serious aspect, 
a nd p rudent people will exercise ca u­ 
tion 
in 
th e 
selection 
of baking 
pow ders. 
“ U nder w h at conditions th en, does 
th is sub sta nc e —form erly used only 
for m ech anical or m edicinal purposes 
—becom e poisonous? 
T h ey are cer­ 
ta inly obscure, and a t present we can 
only 
surm ise w h at th ey 
m ay be. 
W e susj>ect th a t th e c a use exists in th e 
individual poisoned; som e peculiarity 
of th e c onstitution producing a inorb id 
ch ange in th e secretions of th e stom ­ 
ach , w ith wh ich th e alum com bines 
and form s an active poison; or th e 
sec recti on s m ay be h ealth y b ut in un­ 
usual p rop ortions, and th a t th ese less 
orgre a te r p rop ortions in com b ination 
w ith th e alum c ons titute a poison. 
“ F or exam ple, tw o p a rts of m ercury 
and tw o p a rts of Ch lorine form calo­

One 
person can 
h andle poison ivy and 
sum ac w ith out being in 
th e 
least 
affected; a noth e r is poisoned if h e a p ­ 
proach es to w ith in ten feet of th em . 
O ut of a fam ily residing in a m alarial 
distric t, som e of th e m em bers will 
surfer h alf th e yea r w ith fever and 
ague, wh ile th e oth e rs will enjoy excel­ 
lent h ea lth during th e entire year. 
F oods th a t ai^ w h olesom e to som e 
persons a re ac tua lly poisonous to 
oth ers. T h is 
is 
especially true of 
som e kinds of fish . T h ere is no safety 
in tak ing alum into th e stom ach , as 
it is sh ow n to be alw ays injurious, 
and often dangerous.” * *

am m onia baking pow ders,

F e r t i l i z i n g N e w L a n d . 
The N orthw estern F arm er discusses 
the subject at leapth for tW£ benefit of 
M ontana, 
D akota and M innesota 
farm ers. Hut while we pive the a rti­ 
cle for what it is w orth we would say 
to M ontna farm ers to farm their 
land altern ate years, sum m er follow 
and irrigate the land thoroughly in 
the fall and our word for it tw enty 
years of cultivation will find it pro­ 
ducing as much as it did the first few 
years, proving this our contem porary 
says: 
The subject 
of 
fertilizing 
lands 
throughout the newer portions of Min­ 
nesota, and throughout the D akotas 
and M ontana, m ay not be regarded, 
by some, as one which they are inst 
yet interested in. 
The com m on re­ 
m ark heard, with respect to the fertil­ 
ity of some o ft Lese new lands, is th a t 
such a farm has been cultivated to 
wheat for ten, twelve o r even fifteen 
years successively, w ithout the use of 
fertilizers. One large farm er in N orth 
D akota coolly informed the writer 
th a t he calculated th a t there was 
fertility enough in his farm to give 
him good returns as long as he lived, 
and as he had no im m ediate family, 
he thought posterity could find some 
way to bring fertility back to his land 
if they wanted to. 
T o be sure this 
was quite a philosophical as well as 
an extrem ely selfish view of the sub­ 
ject. No so rt of argum ent will fit such 
a m an’s case, but to the other ninety- 
nine fanners in 
a hundred, fertil­ 
izing is an im p o rtant consideration 
and it is a very exceptionally good 
farm th a t can stand m any years of 
consecutive drain upon its storred 
fertility-—and isn’t it a foolish waste 
of n atu re’s bounty to - exhaust ber 
strength before giving anything back 
to sustain it? 
We all know th a t it 
takes longer to build up, than to des 
tro y . W orn-out lands require a great 
am ount of expense to bring back a 
paying fertility. 
It would be well, for those who have 
not given much thought to fertilizing 
their lands, to study this subject. 
A 
few simple experim ents should be m ade 
to see w hether it would not even pay 
them now, a good profit on the in­ 
vestm ent, to ascertain in w hat p a rti­ 
cular their soil is deficient, and then 
substitute a fertilizer to lift the re­ 
quirem ents. Our agricultural colleges, 
through their chemical departm ents, 
would do a v ast am ount of service, 
th a t would be eminently practical, by 
giving any farmer, who applies for it, 
a free analysis of his soil, and also in­ 
form the applicant what is r« quired 
to supply the deficiency, and thus in­ 
crease the yield upon his farm .

M i d s u m m e r M i s t a k e s . 
Tile farm er is likely to let the pigs 
and lam bs care for themselves for a 
season, just now', says the Orange 
Judd Farm er. 
It is bad policy, how­ 
ever, as this is a critical tim e when 
thought and care do much for the 
young things. It is a m istake to a l­ 
low a full diet of corn now with the in­ 
tention of substituting shorts, oats, 
etc., after harvest. The “fram e m a­ 
terial” will come into the building too 
late to add the needed strength. 
The 
right met hod is the oui}' successful one 
for feeding breeding stock. 
If one lias 
no regular pasture for the swine, it 
should lie provided from a corner of 
the meadow a t once. After August I 
weaning lam bs can lie turned into the 
corn field, having by this tim e gleaned 
the Stubblefield of the small grain. 
The)' will eat much of the useless grass 
and wees is as well as t lie lower blades 
from the corn stalks. This policy is 
much wiser th an to allow them to 
continue o u tlie stale stubble or on ; 
parched and exhausted pastures, al­ 
ready overstocked. 
By tins change s 
the regular pastu re can lie perm itted ! 
to grow a full afterm ath for early j 
winter fee*ling. 


W a n t o f C a r e . 
At first farm drainage was, in some 
respects, a 
failure on account of 
using tile th a t were too small and 
having them imperfectly laid. 
The j 
farm ers are now digging them up and 
putting in larger tile and laying them j 
with the use of a level. One of our 
best and m ost 
intelligent farm ers 
will not have a tile laid until a survey 
is m ade and the levels taken by a 
com petent m an 
Farm ers are also . 
putting branches or stream s of con­ 
siderable size underground into tile; I 
stream s th a t it was once thought im­ 
possible to bury 
in this 
way. 
A 
stream near our factory has been 
tiled in this way and the land pro­ 
duced DMJ bushels of corn jx-r acre 
the first year after being ditched, 
which paid the ex p en sed ditching and 
a fair profit besides. 
Large ditches 
are cut from four to five feet deep, j 
thus preparing a large body of earth 
to absorb the w ater as it falls. 
A 
shallow ditch would not tak e the 
w ater so rapidly. Our tile are a1! 
sold of last year’s m ake at fair prices. 
We m ake both blick and tile.—O. D. 
Land, Johnson County, Indiana, in 
Drainage Journal. 


Is A lu m P o i s o n o u s , 
[Hall’s Journal of Health.] 
“This question has caused a good 
ieal of discussion. Alum is used by 
m any bakers to whiten their bread, 
enabling them 
to use an inferior 
flour. It is m ost extensively em ploy­ 
ed as a cheap substitute for cream 
of ta r ta r in the m anufacture of bak­ 
ing powders. 
It has n o t been consid­ 
ered im m ediately dangerous; although 
if continued it induces dyspepsia and 
obstinate constipation. 
But the fact 
th a t m any cases of poisoning have 
occurred from the use of alum , puts 
the question in a m ore serious aspect, 
and prudent people will exercise cau­ 
tion 
in the 
selection 
of baking 
powders. 
“ Under w hat conditions then, does 
this substance—form erly used only 
for mechanical or medicinal purposes 
—become poisonous? 
They are cer­ 
tainly obscure, and a t present we can 
only 
surm ise w hat they m ay be. 
We suspect th a t thecause exists in the 
individual poisoned; some peculiarity 
of tiieconstitution producing a m orbid 
change in the secretions of the stom ­ 
ach, with which the alum combines 
and form s an active poison; or the 
secrections m ay be healthy but iii un­ 
usual proportions, and th a t these less 
or greater proportions in com bination 
with the alum constitute a poison. 
“ F or example, tw o p a rts of mercury 
and two p arts of Chlorine form calo­ 
mel, which is 
not 
poisonous, but 
change the proportions to one p a rt 
m ercury and tw o p a rts of chlorine, 
and we ret corrosive sublim ate, which 
is a deadly poison. 
“Then again, we know nothing of 
the constitutional peculiarities. 
Why 
is ifr th a t one person can eat all kinds 
of green fruits and vegetables with 
im punity, while thesainecourse might 
cost another individual his life? One 
person can handle poison ivy and 
sum ac w ithout being in the 
least 
affected; another is poisoned if he np- 
proaches to within ten feet of them . 
O ut of a family residing in a m alarial 
district, some of the members will 
suffer half the year with fever and 
ague, while the others will enjoy excel­ 
lent health during the entire year. 
Foods th a t a i- wholesome to some 
persons are actually poisonous to 
others. This is especially true of 
some kinds of fish. There is no safety 
in taking alum into the stom ach, as 
it is shown to be alw ays injurious, 
and often dangerous.” * * 
The Scientific American published in 
a recent num ber a list of alum and 
am m onia baking powders, which is 
of great value a t this time. 
Follow­ 
ing is the list complied from official re­ 
port s. Powders m arked w ith a sta r 
teem to have a general sale, as they 
are m entioned iii a t least two of the 
official reports.

Messrs. McKee Rankin and Archie 
Gordin, looking around fo ra subject 
for a play a few m onths ago, hit up­ 
on the idea of gathering together the 
sensational 
incidents of 
A braham 
Lincoln’s life and dram atizing them. 
They could think of no other Ameri­ 
can who would prove so good a sub­ 
ject, aud the possibilities which they 
saw in a play written around ilia life 
kept growing as the work progressed. 
The play is now finished and arrange­ 
m ents have already been m ade for its 
presentation in the West early in the 
fall. Tile ai tion of the play opens 
Jan u ary I, 1863, and closes with the 
death of John Wilkes B ooth after he 
had assassinated the President. 
Speaking ab out Hie play the other 
day Mr. Gordon said th a t the inci­ 
dents in Lincoln’s life w hich were used 
were furnished by Arnold's “ H istory 
of Lincoln,” Mr. John H ay ’s book, 
and m ost of all from tile files of the 
H erald. 
“ We are indebted to the H erald 
m ost of all for our incidents,”* said 
Mr. Gordon, “and Mr. Rankin and 
myself found it a perfect, phonograph 
of the tim e iii w hich Lincoln was a t 
the head of the governm ent.” 
An effort is m ade in the play to show' 
Lincoln in his duality as President of 
the United States and the head of the 
W hite House family. 
The [day is in five acts, the first end­ 
ing with the signing of the docum ent 
of em ancipation, the second with the 
conspiracy of John W ilkes Booth to 
abduct the President, the t bird* w it Ii 
the failure of the plot, tli£ fourth with 
the assassination of Lincoln and the 
fifth with B ooth’s death iii the blazing 
barn. 
The characters shown, besides Presi­ 
dent Lincoln and John Wilkes Booth, 
are Messrs. Seward, S tanton, Phase, 
Montgomery, Blair and (odeon W ells: 
Mrs. S u rratt, who was hung; Miss 
S u rratt, John S u rratt, Kila T urner 
and Mrs Lincoln. 
The principal scene will be the as­ 
sassination, and this will be worked 
as realistically as possible. There are 
twenty-seven speaking characters in 
all in the play, and it is propositi to 
have a force of supernum eraries of 
over tw o hundred. 
One point to be 
aimed a t iii the play will be to show 
the various celebrated people connect­ 
ed with President Lincoln's adm inis­ 
tra tio n as they really were and not 
m ake the characters mere dummies. 
It is quite possible th a t the play will 
be seen in thiscity belorethe holidays. 
N egotiations are now pending with

A T e s t f o r L im e In Soli. 
A chemical analysis will tell whether 
a soil has ail abundance or a deficien­ 
cy of lune and other m aterials which 
go tow ard supplying 
needed plant 
food. 
It requires an ex[>ert chemist 
to determ ine this, and no method has, 
as yet, been devised by which a farm er 
can analyze his 
own soil. 
But a 
simple m ethod has been devised by 
which any farm er can tell whether his 
soil ha* enough lime or not. Take a 
few shovelfulls of soil from different 
p a rts of the field, and dry, pulverize 
and mix them thoroughly. T ake a 
few’ ounces of this, powder it. and 
burn it to ashes on an iron shovel 
over a fire. 
P u t these ashes in a glass 
tum bler when cooled and mix with 
them as much w ater as it will take to 
cover them . 
Stir this with a glass 
rod or wooden stick, b u t not with 
anything metallic. To this paste add 
an ounce of hydrochloric acid, which 
is commonly sold as m uriatic acid or 
spirits of salts, the m ixture being 
stirred all the time, 
lf a pretty brisk 
effervescence takes place it m ay be 
taken for granted th a t the soil con­ 
tain s a fair proportion of lime; but 
jf little or no effervescence takes place, 
the soil contains little or no lime.— 
American Agriculturist. 


F a r m B u t t e r - M a k in g . 
Can all the washing and working be 
done in the churn? When is the p ro­ 
per tim e to salt? W hy does b utter 
som etim es come out of a print mould 
rough? As the above questions are 
often asked, we are pleased to see them 
answered in the following from the 
Orange Judd Farm er: “ The cream 
should no t be to o old but should be 
sour; when ready for churning test the 
tem[>erature with a therm om eter; it 
should be as low as 58° in warm 
w eather and from 60° to 63° when 
cold. If cream is to o thick it m ay be 
thinned with w ater. When the b u tter 
has gathered to the size of [leas, draw 
off the butterm ilk and wash bu tter 
by pouring in clear, cold water, and 
churning. Repeat this until the w ater 
is clear when draw n off. Draw off 
water, and sprinkle the salt in upon 
the b utter; churn as before so as to 
thoroughly mix the salt into t he b u t­ 
ter, which will now be in a com pact 
m ass. Let it harden a few hours; then 
work the remaining butterm ilk out, 
being careful n o t to work m ore th an 
necessary . Do not use the hands. 
P rin t the b u tter when the butterm ilk 
has been worked out. 
If the b u tter 
p rin t is well soaked in w ater before 
using the p a ts will be sm ooth.” 


A b o u t S t a c k i n g G r a in . 
One of the things m ost essential to 
the profits of small grain is the 
stalking. So little care is taken th a t 
it is “ piled” when there should be the 
greatest care exercised. 
When the 
rain settles the b u tt of the straw 
| will incline downward in order th a t 
the w ater m ay run off and not he 
I taken in the stack or rick. 
In [jut­ 
ting up loose gram too much care 
I cannot be taken to see th a t the cen- 
i ter of the stacks is kept full and well 
J tram pled from the ground up. The 
I greatest trouble is w hen the center is 
I oui}’ kept level with the sides till the 
stack or rick is ready to be draw n in.

T o P r e s e r v e F l o w e r s . 
A charm ing way of preserving flow­ 
ers is shown by a Boston friend. Take 
very fine sand, wash it perfectly clean, 
and when dry sift it through a fine 
sieve into a pan. When the sand is 
deep enough to hold the dowers in an 
upright position, take some more sift 
ed sand and carefully cover them . A 
spoon is a good thing to take for this, 
as it tills in every chink and cranny 
w ithout 
breaking 
or 
bending the 
leaves. 
Wh^n the pan is filled solidly 
leave the flowers tp dry fpr several 
days. 
It is a good plan to warm the 
sand i(i the oven before using it, as the 
flowers will then dry more thoroughly. 
In taking the sand off great care m ust 
be taken not to break the leaves, as 
they are now dry and brittle. 
Pan­ 
sies preserved iq tips \yay will keep 
their shape and brilliancy pf pplor aff 
w inter, and m any other flowers etui 
be equally successfully treated —any­ 
thing, intact, where the full pressure 
of the sand comes on both sides ofthe 
leaf; other wise they will shrivel. To 
fill in flowers wit Ii cup-like sfiajies it is 
better to lay them on the sand and 
with a small spoon fill in and around 
each flower. Ferns, when preserved 
in tiiis way, have a more natu ral look 
than when pressed, and the m aiden­ 
hair fern looks alm ost as well as when 
it is freshly gathered.—New York T ri­ 
bune.

penses of the removal of the Indians, 
$20,000 for purchase of timber for 
bouses for the Indians when they 
reach White Earth, and $1G,000 for 
the expenses of the commission. 
As 
to the reservoir fund, Mr. Hall is in­ 
structed to pay cash to the Indians 
who will remove, and implements to 
those who will take allotments where 
they now are. 
Commissioner Hall 
will leave for Minnesota as soon as his 
instructions have been officially ap­ 
proved by Secretary Chandler. 


Hail Storm m Otter Tail County. 
One who has never suffered from a 
hail storm cannot fully realize what it 
means to be struck by hail. 
The suf­ 
ferers, however, fully understand it. 
Those who have 
toiled the year 
through only to have their crops com­ 
pletely ruined, just as they are ready 
to be turned into cash, know what it 
means when the hail begins to fall. 
Many who were injured in this county 
on Monday had transformed in their 
minds the beautiful crop into the 
money to pay off the mortgage, or to 
buy the many things needed for the 
home which had been foregone on ac­ 
count of hard times previous years. 
In five 
miuutos 
everything 
had 
vanished. 
The rejiort comes in that 
men are going to work at once plow­ 
ing the crop under. 
It must take 
pretty good courage for a man to go 
to work again after losing his crop by 
hail. Every time he turns a furrow it 
is a constant reminder of his loss and 
also that it may be repeated again 
next year. 
Those who have lost their 
crops are deprived of all income until 
next fall. 
A destructive hail storm is 
a terrible thing. 
The loss on the east 
side of the county was at least $100,* 
000.—Fergus Falls Journal. 


E d i t o r s 
D i s p a t c h : - The attention 
of a large portion of the people of this 
country is at present directed to a 
wild and unsettled portion of the 
great state of Minnesota. 
The particular locality referred to 
is that lying about the source of what 
is, in many respects, the greatest river 
in the world. 
The complete history 
of this, the nation’s great water-way, 
if written in detail, would fill volumes. 
The reason for the interest taken at 
present in the place above mentioned, 
arises from investigations there made 
iu 1881, by a gentleman whose name 
is familiar from one end of our coun­ 
try to the other. 
In July of that year,- 
by a new and untried route, he made 
his way to what he claimed to be, the 
ultimate source of the Father of 
Waters. 
From 1832, up to the time 
of the visit of the gentlemao referred 
to, Capt. Willard Glazier, the geo­ 
graphical world had accepted as true 
the statement of Schoolcraft as to the 
fountain head of the great stream. 
The statement made by Glazier was 
a surprise to the geographers of our 
land. 
As one interested in the history 
and geography of the country, I be­ 
came interested in the claim put forth 
by Captain Glazier. I had been an 
early pioneer in 
Minnesota, had 
traveled for days and nights on the 
pure waters of the great Mississippi. 
As a hunter I had sailed its tributaries 
and camped along their banks—what 
more natural than that I, though a 
resident no longer of the land of sky- 
tinted water, should take an interest 
in the so-called new source. 
I began 
anew the study of the river and its 
source. 
I investigated the claim of 
Capt. Glazier, read the vast amount 
of indorsements received by him. 
Digested the pamphlet of Gen. Baker, 
heard and read of the progress of Mr. 
Brower in that locality, and in fact 
beoame quite familiar with all the re­ 
ports on the question of the true 
source since the claim of Glazier made 
in 1881. 
One thing was evident to my mind 
and that was that the latter gentle­ 
man had never receded in any manner 
from the position first taken, which 
was that the “True Source” was in 
the lake south of Itasca, known to the 
Indians as Fo-keg-a-ma. 
After a long 
and careful study of the question, 
having all the pro’s and con’s, I could 
not help being convinced that Glazier 
was right in his statement put forth 
to the geographical world. 
I had never seen the Lake of School­ 
craft or Lake Pokegama of the Chip- 
pewas, but had seen their tribute a« it 
fell in beauty over the Falls of St. 
Anthony, and had seen it sweep on­ 
ward to the Gulf in days gone by. 
I 
saw with what tenacity the explorer 
of 1881, clung to what he believed to 
be truth revealed. 
The thought came 
to my mind. “This man is honest in 
his convictions.” 
In vain would be 
the assertion that any lake was the 
source of a river without all the 
requisites to sustain such a statement. 
Those I have heretofore believed were 
to be found in what is now known as 
Lake Glazier. 
Upon investigation I 
found I was not alone in my belief. 
The written testimony of eminent 
geographers, educators and compliers 
cyclopedias, in favor of Lake Glazier 
as the source, I examined with care. 
Early in the present year rumors of 
another expedition to the headwaters 
of the great river came to my ears. 
Later an opportunity was presented 
to me to become a member of the party 
of distinguished gentlemen who ar® 
to leave Minneapolis on the 17th inst..

1 or seven months the house was 
disturbed by extraordinary phenom ena 
I he most unearthly noises were heard 
day and nighu 
Furniture and kitchen 
utensils 
were 
mysteriously 
moved. 
Glassware and window panes were 
broken by unseen hands before the 
startled inmates, and once the 1 1-year- 
old son of tho doctor was lifted bodily 
and carried some distance. 
The most 
diligent research discovered nothing, 
and not until he applied to some spirit­ 
ualists in Boston did the disturbances 
cease. 
One of the best authenticated in­ 
stances of ghostly visitation is con­ 
nected with Dr. K erner’s so-called See- 
ress Of Provost 
Dr. Kerner fo r many 
year# conducted an asylum for the in­ 
sane at Weinburg, in Southern Ger­ 
many. 
There came to him for treat­ 
ment a Mrs. Hauffe, a lady in delicate 
health, of great nervous irritability 
and with a mind which was, to say the 
least, not too well balanced. W herever 
this afflicted woman w ent and Dr. 
Justirius Korner is authority, she was 
pursued by a variety of strange noises. 
< [unaware and glassware, tables and 
chairs, were mysteriously moved in 
the presence of witnesses. 
A medi­ 
cine phial rose slowly Into the air and 
had to he brought back by one of the 
bystanders. 
Dr. Kerner relates countless mys­ 
terious phenomena which occurred in 
this patient’s bed-room. 
He beheld 
Mrs. Hauffe 3 shoe pulled off by invis­ 
ible hands while she was lying almost 
inanim ate in a trance on her bed. She 
revealed secrets which, upon writing 
to utterly unknow n persona at a great 
distance. Dr. K erner proved to be cor­ 
rectly stated. 
T'n*-re lived in Allegheny City at the 
breaking out of the rebellion, says the 
New York Post, a widow by the name 
of MacDowell. 
She bad one son, John 
by name, who lived with his mother 
in a two story frame house on Rob*iu- 
son street. 
J he widow and her son 
were devotedly attached to each other 
and when he came home one night and 
told her that he had enlisted at one of 
the recruiting booths on federal street 
she was inconsolable. 
On the afternoon of April 6 , 1862, 
Mrs. Mao Dowell sat in an easy chair 
if the second story window of lie 
to m e. 
It was the first day she ha<: 
felt strong enough to leave her bed. 
It was warm and the sun was shining 
brightly. 
A* she sat alone with her 
wan cheek resting against the pillows 
she heard a heavy step on the narrow 
stairway. 
She described the succeed­ 
ing events to the first neighbor woman 
who reached her side as follows; “The 
instaut I heard the step I knew it was 
John. 
Ai he reached the head of the 
stairs I turned towards the door and 
tried to rioe to meet him. but I was 
too faint, 
and. 
besides, 
there wa- 
something in his face that drove all 
the b lo o d from my h e a rt 
He was 
dressed in his uniform and was carry­ 
ing a big sword in his hand. 
He 
stopped in the middle of tho room and 
I saw under hi* cap, which was push­ 
ed back, a broad bandage stained with 
b lo o d around his forehead. 
Suddenly 
he waved his sword three time* look­ 
ing backward over his shoulder a* 
he did so. 
I saw the sword fall from 
his grasp, but it made no noise on the 
ffoor: he reached both bauds to me 
and tho fierce expression died out of 
his eyes as ho cried out *Oh. mother ’ 
and then, before I could say a word, 
ho was gone.” 
A week from th at day the widow 
MacDoweil was buried in the H illd a le 
cemetery. 
On the afternoon of April 


6 . the day when the aparition of her 
boy appeared to her in the sick room, 
he was killed while repulsing a con­ 
federate charge, at Pittsburgh Land­ 
ing. 
He was struck by a spent ball 
upon the forehead early in the day. 
but tying a handkerchief around his 
forehead he rem ained in the fight. 
Ail the officers in his company had been 
killed or wounded, and ho was lead­ 
ing his company with the sword of a 
dead confederate in his hand when he 
was hit and instantly killed by a sec­ 
ond bullet- 
His last utterance as he 
fell was 
the 
pathetic 
cry: 
“Oh 
mother!”

CORNER 
fork handle three or four feet long, 
and one inch from end bore % hole; 
four inches from this hole bore an o th ­ 
er % inch hole. 
Then take a % inca 
rope and run through first ^pole with 
a knot on the end of the rope. 
Then 
run through the second hole and leave 
a loop, the lower end of which is five 
inches from the stick. 
Tie a. knot on 
upper side of stick, then cut the sur­ 
plus rope off and you have a long 
holder. T ake the stick in your hands 
with the rope loop hanging down, walk 
up to the hog, reach the stick out and 
slip the noose over his nose and with 
a quick m otion move your hands over 
his back; pull back a little and twist 
on your stick; the same as you would 
p u t a twitch on a horse's nose, and 
you have ybur hog. 
lie won’t move 
as long as you keep the rope twisted. 
After you have rung two or three and 
got used to it you can take your rings 
an d ringers and ring 100 hogs an hour 
easily. 
I always ring mine and my 
neighoor’s hogs alone. 
If a hog is in­ 
clined to be ugly so much the better, 
for when he opens his m outh to bite 
you have him, for there will be no 
trouble getting the rope over his nose. 


M idsum m er M istak es. 
The farmer is likely to let the pigs 
and lambs care for themselves for a 
season, just now, says the Orange 
Ju d d Farm er. 
It is bad policy, how­ 
ever, as this is a critical tim e when 
thought and care do much for the 
young things. 
It is a m istake to al­ 
low a full diet of corn now w ith the in­ 
tention of substituting shorts, oats, 
etc., after harvest. The “fram e m a­ 
terial1' will come into the building too 
late to add the needed strength. 
The 
right m ethod is the only successful one 
for feeding breeding stock, 
if one has 
no regular pasture for the swine, it 
should be provided from a corner of 
the meadow a t once. 
After August 1 
weaning lambs can be turned into the 
corn field, having by this time gleaned 
t fie Stubblefield of the small grain. 
They will eat much of the useless grass 
and weeds as well as the lower blades 
from the corn stalks. This policy is 
much wiser th an to allow them to 
continue on the stale stubble or on 
parched and exhausted past ures, al­ 
ready overstocked. 
By this change 
the regular pasture can be permitted 
to grow a full afterm ath for early 
winter feeding. 


W ant o f Care. 
At first farm drainage w as, in some 
respects, a 
failure on account of 
using tile th a t were too small and 
having them imperfectly laid. 
The 
farmers are now digging them up and 
putting in larger tile and laying them 
with the use of a level. One of our 
best and 
m ost 
intelligent farmers 
will not have a tile laid until a survey 
is m ade and the levels taken by a 
com petent m an 
Farm ers are also 
putting branches or stream s of con­ 
siderable size underground into tile; 
stream s th a t it was once thought im­ 
possible to bury 
in this 
way. 
A 
stream near our factory has been 
tiled in this way and the land pro­ 
duced 100 bushels of corn ]»er acre 
the first year after being ditched, 
which paid the expense of ditching and 
a fair profit besides. 
Large ditches 
are cut from four to five feet deep, 
thus preparing a large body of earth 
to absorb the water us it falls. 
A 
shallow ditch would not ta k e the 
water so rapidly. Our tile are all 
sold of last year's make a t fair prices. 
We m ake both biick and tile.—O. I>. 
Land, Johnson County, Indiana, in 
Drainage Journal. 


Is A!um P o iso n o u s, 
[Hall’s Journal of Health.] 
“ This question has caused a good 
ieal of discussion. 
Alum is used by 
m any bakers to whiten their bread, 
enabling them 
to use an inferior 
flour. It is m ost extensively employ­ 
ed as a cheap substitute for cream 
of ta r t a r in the m anufacture of bak­ 
ing powders. 
It has no t been consid­ 
ered immediately dangerous; although 
if continued it induces dyspepsia and 
obstinate constipation. 
But the fact 
th a t m any cases of poisoning have 
occurred from the use of alum, puts 
the question in a more serious aspect, 
and prudent people will exercise cau­ 
tion 
in the 
selection 
of baking 
powders. 
“ Under w hat conditions then, does 
this substance—formerly used only 
for mechanical or medicinal purposes 
—become poisonous? 
They are cer­ 
tainly obscure, and a t present we can 
only 
surmise w hat they m ay be. 
We suspect th a t the cause exists m the 
individual poisoned; some peculiarity 
of the constitution producing ainorbid 
change i:i the secretions of the stom ­ 
ach, with which the alum combines 
and forms an active poison; or the 
secrections m ay be healthy bu t in un­ 
usual proportions, and th a t these less 
or greater proportions in com bination 
with the alum constitute a poison. 
“ F o r example, two p arts of mercury 
and two p a rts of Chlorine form calo­ 
mel, which is 
no t 
poisonous, but 
change the proportions to one p a rt 
mercury and two p arts of chlorine, 
and we eet corrosive sublimate, which 
is a deadly poison. 
“Then again, we know nothing of 
the constitutional peculiarities. 
Why 
is i* th a t one person can eat all kinds 
of green fruits and vegetables with 
impunity, while the same course might 
cost ano ther individual his life? One 
person can 
handle poison ivy and 
sumac w ithout being in the 
least 
affected; another is poisoned if he ap­ 
proaches to within ten feet of them. 
Out of a family residing in a m alarial 
district, some of the members will 
suffer half the year with fever and 
ague, while the others will enjoy excel­ 
lent health during the entire year. 
Foods th a t a i- wholesome io some 
persons are actually poisonous to 
others. This is especially true of 
some kinds of fish. There is no safety 
in taking alum into the stom ach, as 
it is shown to be always injurious, 
and often dangerous.” * * 
T he Scientific American published in 
a recent number a list of alum and 
am m onia baking powders, which is 
of great value a t this time. 
Follow­ 
ing is the list complied from official re­ 
ports. Pow ders marked with a sta r 
seem to have a general sale, as they 
are mentioned in a t least two of the 
official reports.

When the pan is filled solidly 
leavp the flowers tp dry fqr several 
days. 
It is a good plan tp warm the 
sand ip the ovpn before using it, as the 
flowers will then dry more thoroughly. 
In taking the sand off great care m ust 
b e ta k e n not to break the leaves, as 
they are now dry and brittle. 
P an ­ 
sies preserved ip tips \yay will keep 
their shape and brilliancy pf pplor all 
winter, and piapy other powers can 
be equally successfully treated—a n y ­ 
thing, in tact, where the full pressure 
of the sand copies on both sides of the 
leaf; other wise they will shrivel. To 
fill in flowers with cup-like sfiajjes it is 
better to lay them on the sand and 
with a small spoon fill in and around 
each flower. Ferns, when preserved 
in this way, have a more nat ural look 
than when pressed, and the m aiden­ 
hair fern looks alm ost as well as when 
it is freshly gathered.—New York T ri­ 
bune.

Speaking ab o u t the play the other 
day Mr. Gordon said th a t the inci­ 
dents in Lincoln’s life which were used 
were furnished by Arnold's “ H istory 
of Lincoln,” Mr. John H ay ’s book, 
and m ost of all from the files of the 
Herald. 
“ We are indebted to the Herald 
m ost of all for our incidents,’* said 
Mr. Gordon, “ and 
Mr. Rankin and 
myself found it a perfect phonograph 
of the time in which Lincoln was a t 
the head of the government.” 
An effort is made in the play to show 
Lincoln in his duality as President of 
the United States and the head of the 
W hite House family. 
The play is in five acts, the first end­ 
ing with the signing of the document 
of emancipation, the second with the 
conspiracy of John Wilkes Booth to 
abduct the President, the third* with 
the failure of the plot, tli£ fourth with 
the assassination of Lincoln and the 
fifth with B o oth ’s death in the blazing 
barn. 
The characters shown, l**sides Pres.- 
dent Lincoln and John Wilkes Booth, 
are Messrs. Seward, Stanton, Chase, 
Montgomery, Blair and Gideon Wells: 
Mrs. S u rratt, who was hung; .Mi-s 
S urratt, Jo hn S urratt, Ella T urner 
and Mrs Lincoln. 
The principal scene will be the as­ 
sassination, and this will be worked 
as realistically as possible. There are 
twenty-seven speaking characters in 
all in the play, and it is proposed to 
have a force of supernumeraries of 
over tw o hundred. 
One point to be 
aimed a t in the play will be to show 
the v arious celebrated people connect­ 
ed with President Lincoln’s adminis­ 
tra tio n as they really were and not 
m ake the characters mere dummies. 
it is quite possible th a t the play will 
be seen in thiscity belorethe holidays. 
Negotiations are now pending with 
several well known actors, and the 
managers of the play mean to give it a 
first-class production. 
Mr E. J. H en­ 
ley will probably be engaged to play 
the part of John Wilkes Booth. 
It 
has no t l»een decided yet who will play 
the p a rt of the m a rty r President.

But while we give ttie a rti­ 
cle for what it is worth we would say 
to M ontna farmers to farm their 
lund alternate years, summer follow 
and irrigate the land thoroughly in 
the fall and our word for it tw enty 
years of cultivation will find it p ro­ 
ducing as much as it did the first few 
years, proving this our contem porary 
says: 
The subject 
of 
fertilizing 
lands 
throughout the newer portions of Min­ 
nesota, and throughout the Dakotus 
and M ontana, m ay not be regarded, 
by some, as one which they are just 
yet interested in. 
The com m on re­ 
m ark heard, with respect to the fertil­ 
ity of some o f these new lands, is t h a t 
such a farm has been cultivated to 
wheat for ten, twelve or even fifteen 
years successively, without the use of 
fertilizers. One large farmer in North 
D ak o ta coolly informed the writer 
th a t he calculated th a t there was 
fertility enough in his farm to give 
him good returns as long as he lived, 
and as he had no immediate family, 
he thought posterity could find some 
way to bring fertility back to his land 
if they wanted to. 
T o be sure this 
was quite a philosophical as well as 
an extremely selfish view of the sub­ 
ject. No sort of argument will fit such 
a m a n ’s case, bu t to the other ninety- 
nine farmers in 
a hundred, fertil­ 
izing is an im p o rtant consideration 
and it is a very exceptionally good 
farm th a t can stand m any years of 
consecutive drain upon its s to n e d 
fertility—an d isn’t it a foolish waste 
of n a tu re ’s bounty to - exhaust her 
strength before giving anything back 
to sustain it? 
We all know th a t it 
takes longer to build up, th an to des 
troy. 
W orn-out lands require a great 
am ou nt of expense to bring back a 
paying fertility. 
It would be well, for those who have 
n o t given much thought to fertilizing 
their lands, to study this subject. A 
few simple experiment s should be m ade 
to see whether it would not even pay 
them now, a good profit on the in­ 
vestment, to ascertain in w hat p a rti­ 
cular their soil is deficient, and then 
substitute a fertilizer to till the re­ 
quirements. Our agricultural colleges, 
through their chemical departm ents, 
would do a v ast am o un t of service, 
th a t would be eminently practical, by 
giving any farmer, who applies for it, 
a free analysis of his soil, and also in­ 
form the applicant what is required 
to supply the deficiency, an d thus in­ 
crease the yield upon his farm.

In fluence of Food on Q uality of B ut­ 
ter. 


Bulletin 13 of the New Ham pshire 
experiment statio n reports as the re­ 
sult of experiments test ing the effects 
of food on butter: 
1st. 
T h a t gluten meal 
tends to 
produce a much softer quality of b u t­ 
ter th a n corn meal or cottonseed 
meal; and, other things being equal, 
tends to lessen the churnability of 
b utter fat. 
2d. T h a t w ith the sam e cows the 
hardness of b u tter depends much more 
upon the character of the food th a n 
upon the nutritive ratio. 
3d. T h a t ensilage produces a some­ 
w hat softer b u tte r than 
does good 
hay, but it is also favorable to 
the 
flavor and texture of the b u tter p ro ­ 
duct. 
4th. T h a t skim milk has a very 
favorable effect upon the churnability 
and quality of the butter fat, and in 
a single trial apparently reversed the 
general rule t h a t the volatile fatty 
acids decrease as the period of lacta­ 
tion advances. 
6th. T h a t cottonseed meal tends 
to produce an unusually hard q u a n ti­ 
ty of butter, and th a t cottonseed 
rnaal and gluten meal might be used 
together with excellent results. 
Oth. T h a t co n trary to general be­ 
lief the melting point of b utter fat is 
n o t a good index of the commercial 
hardness of butter. 
T h a t while in 
general a soft b u tte r melts a t a lower 
tem perature th an a h a r d butter, there 
is no definite relation between melt­ 
ing point and actual hardness. 
7th. T h a t no relation can betraced 
between food and volatile fa tty acids, 
accept in the case of skimmilk. T h a t 
usually hardness and volatile acids 
very inversely, hardness generally in­ 
creasing and volatile acids decreasing, 
as the period of lactation advances.

A bout S ta c k in g Crain. 
One of the things most essential to 
the profits of small grain is the 
stacking. 
Ho little care is taken th a t 
it is “ piled” when there should be the 
greatest care exercised. 
When the 
grain settles the b u tt of the straw 
will incline downward in order th a t 
the water m ay run off and not be 
taken in the stack or rick. 
In p u t­ 
ting up loose gram to o much care 
cannot be taken to see th a t the cen­ 
ter of the stacks is kept full and well 
tram pled from the ground up. The 
greatest trouble is when the center is 
only kept level with the sides till the 
stack or rick is ready to be drawn in. 
Would prefer ricks to stacks in loose 
grain and if the grain is weedy be care­ 
ful not to get the rick tqo wide, 
neither tra m p the out edges too 
much. It will n o t take water and 
settles and packs and it is much bet­ 
ter th an stacks and it is much easier 
on the stacker.

N ot a Sign of P overty, 


From the Clear laud leader. 
The m o rtg ag e s of the newer sta te s 
of the West, such us N ebraska, are 
n o t a sign of trouble or loss of ground. 
The c o u ntry was filled up in the first 
place by men o f little o r no capital. 
They obtained their land Irom the 
goverm ent, and this they m o rtg a g e d 
for the sake of m aking t he soil more 
productive, sheltering 
crops, 
etc. 
The money raised by pledging the 
raw prairies of the West was simply 
invested in su b stan tial im provem ents 
w orth, as 
a rule, nil they cost. 
Every such debt paid is the proof of 
prosperity 
an d 
of the increased 
w ealth of the com m unity, and as 
long as the E astern money-lenders 
find loans on farm p ro p erty in Ne­ 
braska, an d o th e r sta te s of the West 
a safe a n d profitable investm ent, the 
condition of the tillers of the soil 
c a n n o t be so bad as it has been de­ 
picted. 


A T e st for Lime In Soil. 
A chemical analysis will tell w hether 
a soil has an abundance or a deficien­ 
cy of lune and other m aterials which 
go tow ard supplying 
needed plant 
food. 
It requires an expert chemist 
to determine this, and no method has, 
as yet, been devised by which a farmer 
can analyze his 
own soil. 
But a 
simple m ethod has been devised by 
which any farm er can tell whether his 
soil has enough lime or not. T ake a 
few shovelfulls of soil from different 
p a rts of the field, and dry, pulverize 
and mix them thoroughly. T ake a 
few’ ounces of this, powder it, and 
burn it to ashes on an iron shovel 
over a fire. 
P u t these ashes in a glass 
tum bler when cooled and mix with 
them as much w ater as it will take to 
cover them. 
Stir this with a glass 
rod or wooden stick, b u t not with 
anything metallic. To this paste add 
an ounce of hydrochloric acid, which 
is commonly sold as m uriatic acid or 
spirits of salts, the m ixture being 
stirred all the time. 
If a pretty brisk 
effervescence takes place it m ay be 
£aken fpr granted th a t the soil con­ 
tains a fair proportion of lime; but 
jf little or no effervescence takes place, 
the sojl contains little or no lime.— 
American Agriculturist. 


F a r m B u t t e r - M a k i n g . 
Can all the washing an d w orking be 
dope in the churn? 
When is the p ro ­ 
per time to salt? W hy does butter 
sometimes come out of a print mould 
rough? 
As the above questions are 
often asked, we are pleased to see them 
answered in the following from the 
Orange Jud d Farm er: “The cream 
should no t be to o old b u t should be 
sour; when ready for churning test the 
tem perature with a therm om eter; it 
should be as low as 58u in warm 
weather an d from 0()y to 0 3° when 
cold. 
If cream is too thick it m ay be 
thinned with water. When the bu tter 
has gathered to the size of peas, draw 
off the butterm ilk and wash bu tter 
by pouring in clear, cold water, and 
churning. Repeat this until the water 
is clear when drawn off. 
Draw off 
water, and sprinkle the salt in upon 
the butter; churn as before so as to 
thoroughly mix the salt into the b u t­ 
ter, which will now be in a com pact 
piass. Let it harden a few hours; then 
work the remaining butterm ilk out, 
being careful n o t to work more th a n 
neccessary. Do not use the hands. 
F rin t the b u tte r when the butterm ilk 
lias been worked out. 
If the b utter 
print is well soaked in water before 
using the p a ts will be sm o o th .”
